Recent events in Canada, both east 
and west, point to the necessity of 
great care being exercised, not so 
tnuch ‘by the authorities, perhaps, as 
by the people ini general to saféguard 


one of thé Dominion’s finest tradi- 
tions and at the same time protect the 


liberties of the citizen. 


Canada has long ‘betn recognized 
throughout the world, and especially 
in the great republic to the south, &s 
a country where ‘law was respected 
and obeyed, where even-handed jus- 
tice was- administered to high and 
rich‘and poor alike, and where 
sooner or jater the long arm of. the 
would’ get /the guilty. In the 
United States, where so many murd- 
erers escape just punishment —for 
their crimes, where the law’s delays 
are salmost interminable, and where, 


-- as a-result of a lack of public confi- 


dence in the machinery | of justice, 
lynchings are not jnfrequent, the re- 
putation borne by~Canada was’ an. in- 
valuable asset. It is an’asset Canada 


cannot afford to-lose; nor allow to be 
. lessened. 


A few weeks ago, however, a 
group of men in southern Saskatche- 
wan«toek the law into their -own 


~ hands and ‘drove a labor agitator out 


of the country, threatening him with 


“tar and feathers if he returned. On 


August 16,°at Thorold, Ont;~a mob 


‘stormed the town: jail and finally set 


fire to if in an effort to take a pris- 
oner from the officers of the law in 
order that they, might execute him 


“ themselves, although he had not yet 


been found guilty of the cfime 
of which he was accused. Fortunate- 
ly, common’ sense and an appeal to 
British fair play was effective in re- 
straining the passions of the mob 
before it took the irretrievable step. 


People, however, must be on their 


‘guard against such exhibitions and 


acts, if Canada is not to suffer in 


the eyes of the world, and the’ rights | 


and liberties of its own people. placed 
in jeopardy. Even 
cays when the west was “wild and 
woolly,” and at the time of the great 
stampede to the Yukon, law was 
maintained and respected so effective- 


- ly as to call forth’the admiration of 
‘“allcountries. 


It--is as--necessaryas 
ever that it should continue to be 
maintained. The world has passed 
a great war .when human 
life seemed to be the cheapest com- 
miodity in the world, and as a result 
many~ people -do not look upon.the 
take of human life as seriously as of 
old.. But the old conception of the 
sacredness of human life must be ful- 
ly re-established, and it is the duty of 
all citizerts to assist by precept and 
practice to such restoration, and to 
oppose by all legitimate .means in 
their power anything that tends to 
weaken and destroy confidence in the 
law, : 

The maintenance of fiw and order 

is the foundation .of ‘any organized 
state.. Without respect for law, and 
lacking order, socicty could not exist, 
all property. would soon cease to have 
any value, 
solved, and human dife ultimately be 
the plaything of the murderer and as- 
sassin. 
- Do away with law, and respect for 
it—which, of course, would follow the | 
non-enforcement of law—and -disord- 
er would reign supreme. All man- 
kind would. revert to only one law— 
the law of the jungle, the law ‘that 
might is right and must and will pre- 
vail, 

Every man and woman realizes in 
their innermost, beings that this is 
true, and that the whole organism on 
which human society rests has been 


evolved and:erected because of gen-. 


eral acceptance of the absolute neces- 
sity of a state of law and order. Mob 
rule is evil and viciéus in the high- 
est degree. 

The maintenance of order rests 
absolutely in respect for and the up- 
holding of-the law. And the uphold- 
Ing of the law—which, after all, is 
but the concrete expression of the 


will’ of the majority of the people—

The Manchester .Guardian ‘quotes 
experts ‘as saying that this is to be 
a good séason fot honey, and _ it adds 
that many people will welcome the 
news, though few realize the enor- 
mous effort=a single pound of honey 
necéssitates on the part of the bees; 
“In a pound. jar,” The: Guardian ex- 
plains, “there-is the concentrated: es- 
sence -of over ‘60,000 flowers. 
calculated that to make a pound of 
clover honey the bees:must take nec- 
tar from 62,000 blooms and make 2,- 
750,000 visits in the process. Often 
the journey from the hive’ to. the 
flowers and back*runs to two miles, 
so that the making of a pound :of 
héney entails journeys aggregating 
over 5,000,000 miles. When it. is re- 
membered that. a single colony °ot 
bees will produce . from’ sixty to 
eighty pounds of honey in a: season 
it is clear that the ‘busy bee’ is well 
named.”
